Rog ers Beg ins Mission

Secretary of State William P. Rogers began 
his Middle East mission Satu rday ev ening 
with a message from President Nix on 
ex p ressing U.S. willingness “to p lay any 
reasonable and ^u sefu l role toward achiev ­ 
ing a du rable p eace.” 
Fly ing into this desert kingdom cap ital 
from Ankara, Rogers sp oke of the p eace 
efforts that will take him on Su nday to 
Jordan, then to Lebanon. Egy p t and Israel. 
Rogers said at the airp ort on his arriv al 
that the major aim of his v isit is to adv ance 
the cau se of p eace and stability in the area 
“bu t no one can u nderestimate the 
obstacles that lie ahead.“ 
Rogers told Arab dignitaries, dressed in 
their traditional flowing robes, that he is 
deliv ering a p ersonal letter of best wishes 
from Nix on to King Faisal. 
“The p eop le of the Middle East mu st 
find way s to achiev e p eace, a real and ju st 
p eace and a du rable p eace,” he said, “and 
the United States is willing to p lay any 
reasonable and u sefu l, role in help ing to 
achiev e those worthy objectiv es. 
“That is the message that President 
Nix on has asked me to conv ey on the 
Middle East.”

Sadat emp hasized that Egy p tian forces 
mu st cross the Su ez Canal to maintain 
sov ereignty when Israel troop s make a p ar­ 
tial withdrawal. 
Israel insists that the Egy p tians mu st 
remain on the west bank while clearing 
op erations p roceed in the waterway . In Je­ 
ru salem, 
Foreign Minister Abba Eban 
said Washington had not rejected Israel’s 
p lan bu t there were differences in v iews. 
Sau di Arabia, p rou d of its role in the 
Arab and Moslem worlds as p rotector of

East Jeru salem, which Israel took in the 
1967 war. East Jeru salem is one of the 
Moslem holy p laces.

No matter how much the' 
matter

illegal 
People 
using 
drugs, 
excluding those obtained by 
prescription and used according 
to directions, may land in jail, 
and their lives are affected for 
years to come 
For example, possession of 
marijuana for personal use is a 
felony under federal law 
A 
conviction 
could 
mean 
a 
sentence of not less than two 
years and not more than 10. for 
the first offense. 
When a person applies for a 
job. he is often asked to state 
whether 
he 
has ever been 
convicted 
of 
a 
felony. 
An 
affirmative reply, of course, 
would limit greatly his chances 
for being hired. Conviction on 


felony charges also means loss 
of voting rights 
Many state laws are more 
severe in their penalties for

The main changes were LSD

And, indicative of the 
trend, it is now a misdemeanor

barbiturates,

Offenders can be fined as 
much as $1 .(X)0 and jailed for up 
to one year - or both — for the 
first or second offense on these

some special provisions put into

Welfare Payments Increased 


SACRAMENTO. Calif 
(AP) 
— Gov. Ronald Reagan’s ad­ 
ministration, giving up a long 
legal fight with Washington, 
has ordered an emergency $10 
miilion-a-month hike in some 
welfare payments to comply 
with federal rules. 
Without the emergency order, 
effective June 1, the state faced 
the cutoff July 1 of $700 million 
in annual federal welfare assis­ 
tance The order is subject to 
approval in Washington. 
The order, announced Friday 
by Robert Carleson, director of 
the California Social Welfare 
Department, grants a 21.4 per 
cent increase in maximum ben­ 
efits to recipinets of aid to fam­ 
ilies with dependent children. 
An estimated 1.6 million per­ 
sons will be on AFCD in June, 
Carleson said 
A mother with four children 
now gets a maximum grant of 


$263 a month. The size of the 
grant is scaled down from 
there if the recipient has some 
outside income.

Health, Eklucation and Welfare 
had ruled that California had 
not kept up with federally re­ 
quired cost-of-living increases 
in that category. 
Carleson tried to juggle wel­ 
fare payment schedules to com­ 
ply with the federal rule with­ 
out any additional cost to the 
state, but lost several court 
challenges. 
Now he faces a likely court 
test from the California Wel­ 
fare Rights Organization, which 
believes the increase should he 
retroactive to last October, at a 
cost of more than $80 million 
“ It’s too little, too late,” said 
Ralph Abascal, attorney for the 
group. 
Carleson said he was forced 


to take the stopgap action “ only 
after an exhaustive series of le­ 
gal and legislative steps by the 
Reagan administration to pro­ 
tect California taxpayers had 
failed”

LYNN, Mass (AP) - Rich­ 
ard Sherry is alive and well.

He was rushed to Lynn Hos­ 
pital, but dcK’tors could detect 
no pulse. The boy's breathing 
had stopped and his body tem­ 
perature was 60. 
DcKtors applied mechanical 
resuscitation, inserted a breath­ 
ing tube in the boy’s throat and 
pressed rhythymically on the 
lower chest wall to restore 
Richard's heart beat. 
Slowly, under a hypothermal 
blanket, his body temperature 
rose to 83 and he began breath­ 
ing. 
Tuesday 
morning, Richard 
was able to breath without me­ 
chanical aid and his body tem­ 
perature had become normal. 
By noon Tuesday, he was 
conscious and couW rec(^nize 
his parents. 
Wednesday, he was eating ice 


cream and Thursday he left his 
crib 
Dr. Lawrence Helefield, a 
specialist in emergency medi­ 
cine. said Friday the extremely 
cold water of the pond. 35 de­ 
grees. saved Richard’s life. 
“ The boy’s body was actually 
petrified by the cold water and 
as a result there was no dam­ 
age to the brain,” Helefield 
said

But tourism 
is bound to

enormous revenue no country, 
whatever

plexion. can afford to snub 
The Chinese will let tourists 
in when they are prepared to 
make their trips comfortable 
and pleasant That means new 
hotels, more Knglish-language 
interpreters and guides 
The attractions include the 
Great Wall of China, the Sum­ 
mer 
Palace, 
the 
Forbidden 
City, the Temple of Heaven, the 
Ming tombs, the Great Hall of 
the People and a dozen mu­ 
seums, all in or near Peking, 
The Shanghai Bund, the Canton 
Trade Fair and Sun liat-sen 
memorial not to mention trips 
to rural communes factories, 
nurseries and other aspects of 
1971 China 
For those lucky enough to get 
a visa, here are some observa­ 
tions gathered from this corre­ 
spondent's 10-day trip in April 
The Hsin Chiao Hotel in Pek­ 
ing is large, square and Soviet 
Victorian 
The 
stairs 
are 
flanked by paintings of Yenan, 
the Chinese Communist cave 
capital and the Hunan birth­ 
place of Chairman Mao Tse- 


tung There are room hoys on 
every floor, a Western-style 
restaurant on the top one and 
an excellent Chinese one under 
the stairway Taxis are avail­ 
able for hire Special dinners 
can be arranged 
But there 
were no English guidebooks’ 
and no enlightening signs in 
English 
The Ho Ping or Peace hotel 
in Shanghai is a luxurious relic 
from a capitalist past Once the 
old Cathay, it remains elegant, 
c o m f o r t a b l e 
and 
good 
SKjnghailanders 
know 
more 
English and are quicker to be 
helpful, 
perhaps because of 
this 
The Tung Fang in Canton, is 
like the Hsin Chiao. vast and 
heavily Russian During Canton 
Fair time it is lively with for­ 
eigners from scores of coun­ 
tries 
' Seasoned 
travelers 
bring 
their own beverages, including 
coffee. 


Part of the trip will have to 
be by train if you enter from 
Hong Kong. The two-hour trip 
from Shumchun to Canton is a 
visual delight as the rich, tro­ 
pical countryside unfolds. The 
trains themselves are comfort­ 
able. with airline-type chairs, a 
dining car with 40 different Chi­ 
nese and Foreign dishes, and 
the more dubious pleasures of 
continuous 
music 
and 
ex­ 
hortation from a public address 
system 


D i p l o m a t s describe the 
Tran.s-Mongolian to Moscow, 
via Mongolia, as perhaps the 
most luxurious train anywhere 
The airline. CAAC has either 
Soviet Ilyushin or British-made 
Viscounts. They lack glamour 


but make up for it in good serv­ 
ice and food 
Mottr travel outside the main 
cities is generally forbidden to 
foreigners except for visits to 
the 
Great 
Wall, 
the 
Ming 
tombs and the airport 
Foreigners can bring in a 
reasonable 
amount of ciga­ 
rettes and cigars as well as li­ 
quor The Chinese make a mild 
cigarette in about 20 different 
brands 
The 
only 
imported 
ones are strong and Albanian 
Cigars are small and from Sze­ 
chuan Province. 
Chinese restaurants remain a 
gastronomic 
adventure 
To 
leave Peking without having 
sampled Peking duck is to be 
guilty of unpardonable igno­ 
rance If you want to have fun, 
practice using chopsticks 
The (ost of a good meal is 
reasonable So are hotel rooms, 
taxis and trains 


There are no English-lan­ 
guage newspapers and no radio 
or television in hotel rooms 
Visitors who want to keep up 
with the news bring transistor 
radios with them 
Films taken in China must be 
developed there before depart­ 
ing. The commercial shops do 
not handle color or fast Ameri­ 
can films, so others are recom­ 
mended This rule did not apply 
to the U S table tennis team or 
American newsmen who were 
allowed, exceptionally, to ex­ 
port undeveloped film 


Shopping can be interesting 
for those who have the time to 
browse For the hard-pressed 
there are Friendship Stores in 
hotels, train stations, and air­ 
ports. 


There are no horse races.

Pentagon officials said re­

(A P j - 
Elmo Roper, who conducted the 
first public opinion poll pub­ 
lished in this country, is dead 
at age 70. 
A spokesman for the polls­ 
ter’s survey organization said 
Sen. Frank Church. D-Idaho. 
would deliver the euli^y during 
funeral services Monday in Ro­ 
per’s home town of West Red­ 
ding, Conn. 
Roper died Friday after sev­ 
en months in a hospital. 
At the time of his death, Ro­ 
per had retired from his posi­ 
tions with Roper Research As­ 
sociates, Inc. He remained ac­ 
tive in several charitable and 
academic organizations. 
In 1942, Roper was elected 
president of the Market Re­ 
search Council. He worked in 
several government agencies 
during World War II and was 
deputy director of the Office of 
Strategic Services from 1942 to 
1945. 
The U.S. Army and Navy 
also used Roper as a consult­ 
ant. 
Roper was an editor-at-large 
of the Saturday Review, a 
member of the Connecticut Civ­ 
il Rights Committee and for­ 
mer chairman of the board of 
the Fund for the Republic. 
Pollster Louis Harris, who 
worked in Roper’s organization 
for nine years, praised Roper 
as “ one of the truly great pio­ 
neers in the field of opinion re­ 
search.’’ 
George Gallup, another veter­ 
an pollster, praised Roper’s 
“ tireless effort on behalf of his 
profession and his constant de­ 
votion to the truth, ” saying Ro­ 
per’s talents have contributed 
to the present stature of opinion 
research.

doctors at the University of 
Missouri-Columbla Medical 
('enter issued a warning that we 
are also approaching a time 
when the potentially deadly 
brown recluse spider may be 
routed from his hiding place 
Usually harmless, the brown 
spider will bite when provoked 
or surprised such as when the 
housewife disturbs him as she 
takes out summer clothing that 
has been in storage or when dad 
decides to clean out his tool box 
or garden shed (ienerally, the 
brown spider lives indoors 
In 
recent years, 
several 
deaths have been reported in 
the United States, primarily in 
the 
central and 
southern 
sections, as a result of bites 
from this venomous spider. At 
best, a long siege of pain and 
suffering awaits the bite victim 
who 
neglects 
prompt 
treatment 
Dr h'red Anthony Thomas of 
the department of medicine at 
the 
Medical Center 
says a 
person who suspects that he has 
been 
bitten should 
see 
a 
competent physician at once If 
it is verified that the bite is 
from a brown spider, treatment 
should be started at least within 
12 hours, preferably sooner. 
Karly treatment is crucial, for it 
can prevent the tissue necrosis 
(sloughing off of dead tissue) 
that always accompanies an 
untended bite. 
Large doses of cortisteroids 
given 
early 
are 
generally 
effective in the treatment of 
brown spider bites

The 
initial 
symptom 
produced 
by the bite is a 
stinging or burning sensation, 
which some persons might not 
take seriously at first. Pain 
begins in one or two hours and 
progresses for the next 12 to 15 
hours. A tiny blister forms at 
the site of the bite as redness 
surrounds it. This zone becomes 
firm after 24 to 48 hours 
In 
some 
untreated 
cases, 
sever systemic reactions may 
occur with temperatures rising 
to 105 degrees. Destruction of 
red 
blood cells and 
severe 
anemia 
may 
occur, 
and 
complicated kidney problems 
may 
appear. 
Luckily 
these 
reactions are uncommon. 
Within one to two weeks, a 
gangrenous condition develops 
in the area of the bite and dead 
tissue will slough off. requiring 


weeks to heal Sometimes it is 
advisable to excise the affected 
area and perform a graft. The 
parts of the bridy most seriously 
affected are where the tissue is 
thin, as for example, a finger or 
the face 
It would 
not be 
unusual to lose a finger because 
of tissue destruction if bitten 
and not treated at once. Dr 
Thomas said. 
“ It is advisable when pulling 
out 
stored 
clothing.” 
Dr 
Thomas said, “ to use a broom 
handle to push the box into the 
middle of the room 
Then 
remove the clothing with the 
broom, or some similar object, 
and leave the room for about an 
hour. The disturbed spiders will 
move to some secluded spot and 
probably remain harmless if left 
undisturbed “ 
Ordinary 
household 
sprays 
have little effect in riddance of 
the brown spider 
“ Don't take any chances in 
trying to capture a brown spider 
if it bites you.” Dr. Thomas 
warns. “ But if you can safely 
swat the culprit, scoop it up on 
a piece of paper and put it in a 
jar. Take it to the doctor so he 
can determine if it is the 
poisonous brown spider .” 


About the size of a quarter 
including its legs, the spider can 
vary from tan to dark brown Its 
legs are longer than its body, 
which is in two segments On 
the 
head 
part, 
it 
has 
a 
characteristic markir^, a dark 
discoloration 
shaped 
like 
a 
violin. No other spider has this 
mark 
The 
brown 
spider 
is 
considered 
more 
dangerous 
than the black widow spider in 
several ways. First, there is no 
anti-venom 
for 
the 
brown 
spider at this time, secondly, a 
late black widow bite can be 
treated with anti-venom and 
other medicants 
Dr. Thomas points out that 
children 
may 
be 
severely 
stricken when bitten because 
small bodies have'less space for 
diffusion 
of 
the 
venom 
Children may get a generalized 
toxic reaction — fever, nausea, 
restlessness, 
possibly 
total 
body reaction. 
Although few cases of brown 
spider bites were reported in 
the central part of the United 
States prior to five years ago. 
Medical Center physicians in 
Columbia now treat an average 
of about one case a month.

Air Force G rounds F -lll's

The action was taken Friday 
after an investigation of the 
18th crash of an F ill showed a 
flaw in the pilot-escape system. 
Two crewmen were killed in 
the April 23 crash near Ekl- 
wards Air Force Base in Cali­ 
fornia 
Air Force officials said the 
bail-out capsule separated prop­ 
erly from the plane, but a met­ 
al door on the recovery para­ 
chute compartment failed to 
blow open The reason for the 
bailout is undetermined. 
The grounding was described 
as 
temporary pending com­ 
pletion of tests, possibly by 
Monday, to determine why the 
explosive system that knocks 
off the chute door failed to op­ 
erate. 
The F i l l, originally the TFX, 
has been plagued for years by 
production 
and 
operational 
problems and discontent 
in 
Congress over cost overruns. 
The Air Force has accepted 
257 of the planes from General 
Dynamics, the manufacturer, 
at a cost of about $9 million 
each, compared with original 
estimates of $2.8 million. The 
original plan to purchase 2,411 
of the planes has been cut back 
to 552. 


In all, the F i l l has been in­ 
volved in 22 major accidents 
since January 1967, with loss of 
17 planes and nine crewmen.

in April last year 
Average hog prices for the 
month ended April 15 were put 
at $16 per hundredweight, com­ 
part'd with $16.90 in March and 
$23 80 a year earlier. 
Dairy prices declined st*a.son- 
ally by 2 per cent, officials 
said 
Milk for fluid markets 
was $6 09 per hundr«*dweight. 
down 11 cents from the revised 
March average but .still 19 
cents more than in April 1970

CHARLESTON. Ore. (AP) - 
The art of mending and con­ 
structing fishing nets—a vanish­ 
ing skill among commercial 
fishermen—may be reviving. 
Southwestern Oregon Commu­ 
nity College (SWOCC) is teach­ 
ing the skill to 40 commercial 
fishermen, among them two 
women. 
James Piercy, assistant dean 
of instruction, says the net 
mending course is believed the 
only one taught in the United 
States either privately or under 
college sponsorship. 
Mel Wick, considered by many 
the dean of dragboat fisher­ 
men here, teaches the classes 
They are held at the University 
of Oregon Institute of Marine 
Biology in Charleston where the 
director. Dr. Paul Rudy, provid­ 
ed classroom space to SWOCC. 
A federal grant of $9,500 was 
added help 
“ The idea of teaching the 
class.” Wick said, “ was to give 
commercial fishermen the skill 
to repair and even build their 
own nets with less loss of fishing 
time ” He said sometimes whole 
days are lost because talented 
net men are missing on most 
boats. 
“ On too many boats,” he said, 
“you are lucky if you have one 
skilled net man If nets get cut 
up, the boat must wait hours 
while repairs are made. Some­ 
times the boat is forced to re­ 
turn to port.” 
Wick said Russian trawlers, 
working in coastal waters, have 
forced 
American 
fishermen 
from the choice fishing grounds 
and pushed them onto grounds 
with heavy formations of bot­ 
tom rock. 
“These grounds with rock 
along the bottom really raise 
hell with drag nets,” Wick said. 
“ And the torn nets cost fishing 
time. If we are going to be 
forced to fish these grounds, 
then fishermen in the area must 
become really skilled net men­ 
ders.” 
During net mending sessions 
at the Marine Institute the men 
first work on nets suspended 
from hooks on the ceiling. 
Later the nets are scattered in 
heaps on the floor for tfw men 
to work on. “This is the way 
they’ll have to work on nets 
aboard their boats.”

Takes Aim 


At America 


MOSCOW (AP) - The latest 
v olume of the new Sov iet en­ 
cy clopedia blasts George Wash­ 
ington and calls the American 
w a r 
of 
itKlependence 
a 
“ bourgeois rev olution.” 
Russia’s Bolshev ik rev olution 
that brought the Communists to 
power in 1971 is depicted on the 
other hand as “different from 
all others” 
Volume Four of the Big So­ 
v iet Ency clopedia says Wash­ 
ington made his name and for­ 
tune 
speculating 
in 
lands 
“ seized from the Indians” 
As the first U.S president, 
the v olume adds, “ Washington 
spoke out against the demands 
of the masses, strengthening 
only those gains of the rev olu­ 
tion which were necessary to 
the bourgeoisie and the plan­ 
tation owners.” 
This most comprehensiv e So­ 
v iet reference work has been 
coming out v olume by v olume 
in a new updated v ersion since 
April 1970. 
So far, the new edition is 
more 
sophisticated 
and 
less 
polemical than the 1950s edi­ 
tion. published at the end of the 
Stalin era. But it still projects a 
v iew of the world influenced by 
this country ’s own rev olution 
and wars. 
The new v olume concedes 
that Washington was a “ pro­ 
gressiv e figure” in American 
history , 
but 
says 
that 
the 
American colonies’ struggle for 
independence 
from 
England 
was basically bourgeois. 
As for the Bolshev ik rev olu­ 
tion. howev er, it says; “It ov er­ 
threw the authority of the capi­ 
talists and the landlords, estab­ 
lished the dictatorship of the 
proletariat, liquidated capital­ 
ism in Russia, eliminated the 
ex ploitation of man by man . . . 
arx l opened the road to the con­ 
struction of socialism and com­ 
munism.” 
J oseph Stalin—who inhabited 
an historic limbo after Nikita S. 
Khrushchev denounced him in 
1956—gets some sharp criticism 
for his role in World War II 
The v olume notes that the So­ 
v iet Union was unprepared for 
war 
“One of the reasons for such 
a situation.” it notes, “was the 
miscalculation of Stalin in the 
ev aluation 
of 
the 
military - 
strategic situation 
. . . Stalin 
hoped to postpone the collision 
with Hitle r’s Germany by diplo­ 
matic means and did not want 
to giv e it a pretex t for attack. ” 
In the old edition, dedicated 
to deification of Stalin, the dic­ 
tators was portray ed as a great 
and wise war leader. 
The new v olume mentions 
Stalin only half a dozen times— 
when he couldn’t be av oided. 
The present Communist party 
chief, Leonid I. Brezhnev , now 
gets more credit for his war 
role; he serv ed as a political 
officer on the Ukrainian front.

Report Is Denied 
Senate Committee 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A 
diplomatic report said to criti­ 
cize U.S. silence on the alleged 
massacre of Bengalis in ^ s t 
Pakistan is the object of a new 
tug of war between the State 
Department and a Senate com­ 
mittee. 
The Foreign Relations Com­ 
mittee has been unsuccessful in 
obtaining from State that re­ 
port and others written by U.S. 
officials in the war-torn coun­ 
try . The panel failed Friday to 
conv ince a State Department 
spokesman to deliv er the report 
orally . 
The nex t mov e was made by 
Sen 
J W. Fulbright, D-Ark , 
the committee chairman. 
He released a letter to the 
committee from a foreign-aid 
worker 
recently 
ev acuated 
from F^st Pakistan. The letter 
reports that Archer Blood. U.S. 
consul in the East Pakistani 
capital, Dacca, told the depart­ 
ment; “The United States must 
not continue to condone the mil­ 
itary action (by the central Pa­ 
kistani gov ernment) with offi­ 
cial silence ” 
“They 
declined 
to 
make 
av ailable to us the direct re­ 
ports from the field,” Fulbright 
told reporters after Friday ’s 
session with Deputy Asst. Sec­ 
retary of State Christopher Van 
Hollen. 
“They will only make their 
own 
summaries 
and 
v iews 
av ailable to the committee. 
Fulbright said the committee 
has learned much more about 
what is happeneing in F^st Pa­ 
kistan from letters—such as the 
one he released from J on E. 
Rhode of Barrington, R .I.—than 
from the State Department. 


The letter, which was sent 
Fulbright by Rhode’s mother, 
describes sev eral instances of 
mass killings of civ ilians by 
Pakistan 
army 
troops 
and 
adds: “ It is clear that the law 
of the jungle prev ails in liast 
Pakistan where the mass kill­ 
ing of unarmed civ ilians, the 
sy stematic elimination of the 
intelligentsia and the annihila­

ment,” Rhode wrote, “the State 
Department supports the clear­

Hanlon, M.D., published by C. V. Mos- 
by Company, 1960, “influenza and 
pneumonia are followed by meningitis 
as leading causes of death in children. 
Earlier reports listed diphtheria high on 
the list with pneumonia and influenza 
second. We now have immunization 
procedures and other public health 
methods which have reduced the inci­ 
dence of communicable diseases and 
consequently also lowered the death 
rate from these causes.*'

How are im p o rte d 
foods in sp ected ? —

• The U.S. Department of Agriculture, 
which is responsible for the wholesome­ 
ness of imported meat and poultry, 
maintains a double check on these 
products from overseas. First, USDA 
makes sure that a foreign country’s 
meat and poultry inspection program is 
equal to our own before it is given eligi­ 
bility to export to the United States. 
This means that country’s own inq>ec- 
tors must examine every animal for 
wholesomeness before and after slaugh­ 
ter and make sure the plant itself is 
sanitary at all times. A team of U.S. re­ 
view officers makes periodic checks on 
each foreign plant which ships meat or 
poultry here to make sure it is in com­ 
pliance with our regulations.

We have not yet been 
able to negotiate the release of our men, but we have evidence that 
they now know we tried and are still trying, and many American citi­ 
zens are, in effect, trying the North Vietnamese in a court of worid 
opinion.

of 1950. Many individuals have been 
convicted for violating these statutes as 
a result of evidence gathered by this . 
Bureau and furnished to the Depart­ 
ment of Justice, where the decisions rel­ 
ative to prosecution are made. The ef­ 
fect of these Acts on members of the 
Communist Party has been severely re­ 
stricted, however, by court decisions.

A Love Story : 
The Ransom of Charlie By K. C. Tessendorf 


There is one sad thing about farms. When the animals get old« they have to 
be auctioned off. And Charlie, the draft horse, was very old. Only a miracle 
could save him from being sold for slaughter 


Uncle Sam, he had a farm; 
Eee-aii-eee-aii—oh! 
And on this farm he had a 
horse. .. 


Charlie worked for Uncle Sam in 
Washington, D.C. Recently it was de­ 
cided he’d have to be terminated, for 
he could no longer pull his share of the 
load. Grown hopelessly old and out of 
it at 28, the faithful employee could no 
longer cope with a normal 63-hour 
work week. If he had been human, the 
Government would have retired him. 
But since he was “only a horse,** it de­ 
cided to auction him off. 
Charlie's ongins are Pennsylvania- 
obscure, his ancestry scrambled. As a 
gelded draft horse, his limitations in 
life *.vcrc decided early and without his 
approval. Little do people know that 
Charlie can claim that there is royal 
blood in his tired veins; for the original 
draft horses were bred to carry the' 
crushing weight of armor-clad knights. 
Nowadays, however, this lineage only 
makes him appear ponderous and dull. 
He is just another plow horse with a 
placid and forgiving disposition. 
The farm Charlie lived on is the 
Children’s Farm in suburban Washing­ 
ton, D.C, Run by our National Park 
Service, it is made to look like the typi­ 
cal family farm of 50 years ago. Thou­ 
sands of children visit the farm every 
year, and Charlie was a favorite. Hap­ 
py, wondering inner-city youngsters 
could poke, prod and pet him at will. 
Kids would climb on his broad back 
and twist their fingers in his mane. 
When he was able, he’d pull them 
around the farm by the wagonload, 
giving them what was probably their 
only opportunity to experience horse­ 
power on the hoof. 
The Children's Farm is one of the 
happiest of Federal projects, and Char­ 
lie never lacked loving attention. 
But there is one sad thing about 
farms. Nature is progressive. Piglets 
become pigs, and pigs grow into sloppy 
sows and boorish boars. Chickens, 
ducks and rabbits multiply effortlessly. 
To keep from being overrun, a farmer 
has to deal off the surplus and the 
senile. And this is particularly sad at 
the Children’s Farm because every 
animal there has become a pet.

As November deepened into chill De­ 
cember last year, the time for the farm's 
auction rolled around. Many people 
came—most of them farmers, pkis a 
few sentimental folk. One person in the 
crowd was Phyllis Wright, director of 
the National Humane Education Cen­ 
ter. Mrs. Wright was there because the 
Humane Society stands as a refuge for 
cast-off animals. In the early bidding, 
she acquired a ram and a jenny mule. 
Charlie, the sentimental favorite, was 
held for last. 
Finally, the aged animal was led for­ 
ward to stand philosophically before the 
flesh merchants. “We don’t give a guar­ 
antee on this onel” proclaimed the auc­ 
tioneer, and there was laughter from 
the crowd. Nevertheless, the bidding 
was spirited. 
“$80, $85, $90, $95 . . . Soldi” 
Phyllis Wright did her best to buy 
Charlie, but she had run short of 
money. The farmer who claimed Char­ 
lie said he planned to fatten him up. 


He might fetch as much as $200 from a 
canner of dog meat. 
But the farmer didn’t reckon on the 
muscle of animal power—particularly 
when it is aided and abetted by the lo­ 
cal press and TV. When news of the 
auction got around, Charlie became a 
VIA (Very Important Animal). Re­ 
porters began writing stories about him.

When more than 
300 people called up the Humane So­ 
ciety—all of them bent on ransoming 
Charlie—pandemonium broke loose. 
“Husbands and wives said they had 
talked it over and agreed to cut their 
Christmas spending in order to save 
Charlie,” Mrs. Wright says, “They 
pledged $5, $10, $20.” Kids called in 
to offer dimes and quarters. 
The Humane Center got in touch 
with the farmer. He held out for the 
top dollar and got it—$200. 
A horse trailer was finally dispatched 
to pick up Charlie. Now, under the 


name of Charlie Brown 
his new friends call him—he 
for that’s what 
is in- 
stalled in the closest known thing to 
horse heaven on earth: the 140-acre 
Humane Society facility set in rolling 
Virginia countryside near the charming 
village of Waterford. He’ll never have 
to move again. 
The Humane Center invites the pub­ 
lic to tour its farm and learn. It teaches 
people-to-animal attitudes and practices 
to all its visitors, and staff members 
from humane societies all over the na­ 
tion go to Waterford for seminars. 
On th« Sunday after Christmas, the 
Center hosted **Charlie Brown Day,” 
The local ladies got together a charity 
“Flea Market,” serving punch and cook­ 
ies to all. About 400 came to show their 
love for Charlie and donate funds to 
insure his upkeep. 
Love is tb t secret of Charlie Brown’s 
success. A Happy Ending! Good Grief! 
That’s mighty hard to come by for man 
or beast these days. ♦

Mothers-In-Law of America, Unite! b. Alan D. Haas 


Says a psychiatrist, “There 
is something in the relationship 
of mother-in-law to daughter- 
or son-in-law that brings out 
the neurotic conflicts in both 
parties.“ At last one of the 
opposing sides is preparing to 
do something about it 


Listen to what some co­ 
medians have to say about 
mothers-in-law: 


Bob Hope: “I told my mother-in- 
law to treat our house as her own, and 
she did. She sold it.** 
Buddy Hackett: “We had a blessed 
event at our house the other day. My 
mother-in-law left.** 
Myron Cohen: “Did you hear about 
the wife who was dying and called her 
husband to her side? *Do me a last 
favor and ride in the first car at the 
funeral with my mother,* she says. 
‘Okay,* says the spouse reluctantly, ‘but 
it’s going to spoil my whole day.* ** 
Mothers-in-law have been the butt of 
humor and spite almost since the be­ 
ginning of marriages. But no more. 
Unite, mothers-in-law of America! You 
have nothing to lose but the contempt 
society, and particularly your daughters- 
in-law, feel for you! 
At least so says Sylvia Parker, found­ 
er of Mothers-In-Law (MIL) Interna­ 
tional, a mushrooming organization that 
already claims several hundred mem­ 
bers. A mother-in-law herself, Mrs. 
Parker, who lives in Cedarhurst, Long 
Island, claims that MILs are unhappy 
and depressed because they are at best 
tolerated or at worst despised. “We are 
determined to change our image and 
assist MILs to achieve a normal family 
relationship in which independence is 
equal, dependence mutual and obliga­ 
tions reciprocal. 
Comedians who do mother-in-law 
jokes will draw the wrath of the “moth- 
ercttes’’ (a term suggested by Mrs. Park­ 
er). “We will switch channels on TV, 
write letters of protest to the station and 
harass such low-lifes out of existence.” 
How did mothers-in-law become the 
target of thousands of disdainful jokes? 
According to humor experts, mothers- 
in-law are easily victimized because au­ 
diences love the underdog. By charac­ 
terizing MILs as bullies, like the top 
sergeant or the boss, they are fair game 
for ridicule. 
Laws can be changed, laments Mrs. 
Parker, but cultural patterns endure 
forever. “Did you know that at one time 
among some of the Northern tribes of 
Australia, a man who spoke to his

mother-in-law suffered death? The Yu­ 
catan Indians of Mexico still believe 
that if a man comes face to face with 
his wife’s mother he can never have 
children. Among the Navajos in Ameri­ 
ca the mother of the bride doesn’t even 
go to the wedding. A Navajo believes 
that if he looks upon the face of his 
MIL he will go blind.** Now that mili­ 
tant MILs are surfacing and demand­ 
ing a new respect, according to Mrs. 
Parker, all this will be changed. 
A large group of angry MILs meet 
monthly at Mrs. Parker’s home to air 
their grievances and seek guidance for 
the future. Some MILs bring along their 
daughters-in-law for a face-to-face con­ 
frontation. “Where’s the respect?’’ one 
middle-aged woman demanded aggres­ 
sively at a recent meeting. “You give 
them everything,, then they get married 
and you’re nothing.’* 
**lf I had had a big mouth and in­ 
sulted my daughter-in-law back at the 
beginning, maybe I’d get some respect,** 
complains another. “Is it my fault I 
haven’t seen my grandson in a year? 
Why? Because, she hates me, and my 
son just lets this go on.*’ 
“What this group reflects is the ten­ 
dency of sub groups to get together and 
try and work out their problems,** as­ 


serts Dr. David R. Hawkins, director of 
the North Shore Mental Health Center 
in Long Island. "There is something in 
the relationship of mother-in-law and 
daughter- or son-in-law that brings out 
neurotic conflicts in both. Mothers-in- 
law arc beginning to fight back.” 
**W® liav® boan a despised and ridi­ 
culed minority for too long,’’ chips in 
Mrs. Parker, “and it makes absolutely 
no sense. Because to be a mother-in- 
law, you must first have been a mother, 
which automatically means you are re­ 
spected and revered.*’ 
Mother-in-lawhood, according to the 
psychologists who have studied the sub­ 
ject, strikes us as unexpectedly as age. 
Only yesterday a woman’s life was 
crowded with children. Suddenly, the 
house is empty, and she is on the brink 
of disaster, living in bewildered neglect. 
It is a question of whether today’s 
young generation finds old age or "med­ 
dling parents” the most distasteful of 
subjects, but both arc certainly high up 
on the list. It’s not that we want our 
children back,” complains Mrs. Parker, 
“but they should realize that mothers 
become unemployed in a sense when 
their children leave them. It can be a 
terribly lonely feeling. Not all mothers- 
in-law arc angels, of course, some can 


be quite demanding. Particularly, the 
type that is always trying to get her 
daughter to try things in her marriage 
that the mother couldn't achieve in 
hers. We tdl all our MILs to “redis­ 
cover” their husbands, take second 
honeymoons and, above all, don’t live 
for your children. That doesn’t mean 
that a mother-in-law must become just 
a memory. She is still a mother, after 
all, and must continue to function as a 
mother, but on a reduced scale. And 
wives might do well to remember that 
they, too, will be MILs some day.” 
MIL International is beginning to at­ 
tempt to metfiate mother-in-law, daugh­ 
ter-in-law disputes by discreetly having 
a third party call the aggrieved MIL 
or DIL and set up a meeting “to talk 
things out” “We are strongly in favor 
of clinics for newlyweds where they can 
interact with some of our MILs,” ad­ 
vocates Mrs. Parker. 
Mrs. Parker has been getting an out­ 
pouring of grievance mail since she be­ 
gan MIL International. Oddly enough, 
much of it is coming from daughters- 
in-law who want their viewpoints aired, 
too. Here is what one wrote: “Young 
people are really disillusioned. They 
know little of hate, mistrust, deceit. 
They want to be loved and accepted 
by the parents of their spouses. It is 
when the parents pick on them, find 
fault with them and criticize everything 
they do that young people begin to 
rebel. Why can’t you in-laws give your 
daughters-in-law a little love and en­ 
couragement? If your son fell in love 
with the girl and wants to spend the 
rest of his life with her, she can’t be all 
that bad,” 
Mrs. Parker answered as follows: 
"Young people rebel not because their 
parents pick on them, as you say, but 
because this is the path to adulthood. 
As a Swedish proverb goes, ‘Being 
young is a fault which diminishes 
daily.’ Most in-laws want to give love 
and encouragement, but it is rarely ac­ 
cepted. It is misconstrued as ‘not let­ 
ting go* or being ‘meddlesome.’ I re­ 
ceive hundreds of letters from women 
around the country who have tried for 
human contact and respect but have 
been driven away from the very ones 
whose love they seek. The key to get­ 
ting along is wanting to.” 
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Another DIL comment­ 
ed: "A wife cannot respect 
her husband when any 
woman, whoever it might 
be, is bossing him around.** 
Another wrote: 
‘In-laws 
should continue to give of 
themselves freely, with no 
strings attached. Even if we 
forget that letter or phone 
call, it doesn*t mean we 
aren*t thankful.** 
MIL International has 
elaborate plans and pro­ 
grams for upgrading their 
lives and reputations. "We 
would like to see a moth- 
erette day in August and 
maybe select a dau^iter-in- 
law of the year as well,** 
Mrs. Parker discloses. "We 
would like to see Federal 
and local governments pro­ 
vide added tax incentives 
for families that have par­ 
ents living with them.** 
Another pot pot¥0 of 
MILs is the nursing home 
—"depots for old people.** 
Youngsters who turn their 
parents over to uncaring 
custodians are "emotional 
criminals** in the view of 
Mrs. Parker. 
Mrs. Parker, whose hus­ 
band Dan runs a trucking 
business, experienced first­ 
hand the abandoned parent 
syndrome. "I took care of 
my ailing mother for five 
years after she suffered a 
stroke, at a time when my 
own brothers and sisters 
would not lend a hand.** 
Now she has two sons of 
her own, Gary, 21, a con­ 
tented bachelor, and Allan, 
24, married to Sherry, 21. 
How does she get along 
with her own daughter-in- 
law? "We have misunder­ 
standings,** 
Mrs. 
Parker 
concedes, "but I try to air 
my feelings openly, and she 
does the same.** 
If you are a mother-in- 
law living in any of the 50 
states and want to join MIL 
International, write to Mrs.

If you are a young girl

Mario is not an easy girl 
to know because of her ex­ 
treme sensitivity. “I don’t 
communicate very well with 
people who arc hostile to 
me,” she told me over lunch 
the other day at the Beverly 
Hills Polo Lounge.

conversation.” She forgot that 
I’d been to her house, and she’d 
been just as tense. I’ve also 
seen her at parties and found her 
at ease only with close friends 
but difficult to approach for any­ 
one else. 
Mario didn’t avoid any ques­ 


tions, but the questions were re­ 
sented. The answers clipped. 
She showed impatience. “I al­ 
ways have shown impatience,” 
she stated frankly. ‘T hat’s why 
I was thrown out of class so 
many times. 1 remember when I 
was in the sixth grade. One day

Her mother, said Mario, hated to 
fly, still does, but flew to every one 
of Danny's openings, nevertheless, 
because she felt Danny needed Iwr. 
“And we’d understand,” Mario said 
' matter-of-factly. 


The 33-yoar-old Mario is particu­ 
larly sensitive when asked why she 
isn’t married. “I’ve not really found 
what I am looking for, although I 
have no preconceived idea about the 
kind of man I want,” she told me. 
■”But 1 can tell you one thing—^if he 
told me to give up my career. I’d 
know he’s not the kind of person I’d 
want him to be.” 


Although her TV series, ‘That 
Girl,” will go off night time at the 
end of summer after a solid five-year 
run, it will be seen on day time for 
years to come. It’s no secret that 
most of its success is due to Mario’s 
tenacity in running her own com­ 
pany smoothly and efficiently. Yet 
when 1 asked whether her coworkers 
resented the fact that she, a woman, 
was the boss, and if being the head 
of her own company made her bossy, 
she burst out, ‘‘What do you mean— 
bossy?

It's a glorious change of season, time 
to shed our winter reserve and put on 
a beautiful face. 
The subject: eyes—with a whole 
new approach to making them up in 
soft, landscape colors. Master make-up 
artist, Stan Place, who conceived all of 
the faces illustrated, achieved them 
with a minimum of fuss so that they 
could easily be reproduced by you at 
home. Here’s how, viewing the sketch 
from left to right: 
The Cloud Eye draws its inspiration 
from a bright, dear*day in summer. 
Monochromatic, it’s meant to achieve 
a young, bright-eyed look. The tech­ 
nique: a pastel blue is wrapped softly 
around the eye in feather^ strokes, 
using Yardley’s Shadow Sheen gel eye 
shadow in Cloud Blue and Under Eye

Sheen in a paler tint of the same color. 
To complete the look, a rectangle of 
extra coats of the shadow was applied 
from top to bottom on upper lid just 
above the center of the eye and a blue 
dot under center of lower lid. This is 
a make-rup trick that has the effect of 
making the white of the eyes brilliantly 
white. According to experts, it only 
works with the color blue! The eye­ 
lashes were then coated extravagantly 
with Lash-A-Lot shiny eyelash-building 
mascara and a mere thread of .a line 
applied close to roots of upper lashes 
with Easy Liner, an automatic gel eye­ 
liner with brush, to define the eye. Both 
in a Brook Blue shade. 
The Verdant Eye recalls the cool, 
crisp green of sun-dappled grass—de­ 
signed for a more sophisticated look. 
Our expert, Stan Place, drew upon Clair­ 
ol’s Duo case of Muted Green powder 
eyeshadows, one shade a deeper green 
for the lid, the other graduated to a 


paler, highlighting shade of green for 
the brow bone. Then a neutral Gray- 
Brown shade of Fluidliner, a liquid eye­ 
liner with buUt-in brush, was applied, 
also. Lash-Makeup automatic condition­ 
ing mascara in Brown-Brown. While 
the mascara was still moist, some of 
the shadow was dusted on lashes to let 
a green tone show through. 
The WoodSmoke Eye greets the 
world with a dark, smoldering air. It’s 
a subtle look, meant for the woman 
who prefers a darkened lid to a pastel- 
shaded one. The technique utilizes 
Coty’s Smoky Mauve Smudge Pot eye­ 
shadow, a creamy shadow applied with 
the little finger. The mauve shade was 
swept across the entire lid and up into 
the brow bone. In the crease of the eye­ 
lid, an application of brown shadow 
was added to give depth to the eye. The 
look was polished off with the addition 
of Lash Originals, natural-looking eye­ 
lashes, in brown, both upper and lower. 


Along with these techniques, which 
are fun and destined to gain attractive 
results, here i3 some additional eye 
roi^e-up news. 
The application of harsh, black liner 
on eyelids is fast disappearing among 
well-groomed women, being replaced 
by the hint of a line, blended in at the 
roots of lashes. Eyebrows are being 
shaped into thinner contours and dust­ 
ed with shadows or lightened profes­ 
sionally to let the .eyes appear bigger, 
more important. Ringing the eye with 
color is possible* today, without fear of 
an exaggerated look, because eyeshad­ 
ow shades are paler, softer and come 
in a choice of consistencies. 
We heartily agree with make-up artist 
Stan Place that the direction of lighter, 
more transparent make-ups being pro­ 
duced will be a continuing trend in our 
time, designed less to disguise a wom­ 
an’s face, but more to let her own nat­ 
ural bloom show through! ♦

What Happens When 
Takes a Drink—and a ] 


The logic in Don Garlitt’ mind at he positioned himself behind the 
wheel was, “I'm a pro—^nd alcohol doesn't affect pros.”

I slipped behind the wheel 
of the dual*control Dodge, 
buckled my seat belt and 
grinned reassuringly at the 
observer riding beside me. If 
the Florida Jaycees wanted to 
prove something about drink­ 
ing drivers, they were going 
about it the wrong way. After 
all, the five of us are profes­ 
sionals—we average 50,000 


miles on the road each year. 
A few drinks wouldn’t throw 
us off. 
Or so I thought. 
This was my fourth run in three hours, 
and 1 knew each obstacle like the back 
of my hand. During this time I had 
drunk 12 ounces of 86-proof whis­ 
key, but I wasn’t legally drunk. My 
blood-alcohol level registered .09. Flori­ 
da doesn’t consider you intoxicated un­ 
less that level is at least .1. And Florida 
is tough; almost half our states set the 
level at .15. So I felt confident. 
The first test was simply backing be­

tween two rows of pylons. I knocked 
down seven of them, but for some rea­ 
son it didn’t even bother me. 
Next came four two-by-four's set on 
edge with just a tire's width between 
each pair—a snap for anyone accus­ 
tomed to keeping a 200 mph dragster 
on the straight and narrow. I aimed 
carefully and gunned the car through. 
Well. . . not exactly through. I bounced 
raggedly over them. 
Shrugging it off, I snaked quickly 
through the serpentine course, creaming 
several markers, and roared on to the 
next test. 1 was supposed to run over 
two rows of wooden disks, but some­ 
how I couldn't find them. I blamed this 
on the fact that the disks were similar 
in color to the dirt surface. Actually, 
they were clearly visible to sober on­ 
lookers several hundred feet away. 
I managed the fifth test all right, but 
the next one really shook me—a pop-up 
figure representing a pedestrian, or 
maybe a child running after a hall. 
Even though I was ready for it, the 
figure didn’t register in time and I came 
to a screeching halt 10 feet past it. Don 
“Big Daddy*’ Garlits had just “kiUed” a 
pedestrian. I was shocked. Such a thing 
seemed impossible! 
But the nightmare wasn’t over yet. 
Next came two double sets of pylons. 
There was plenty of room between 
them, and I thought I had made it— 
until 1 looked back and saw the course 
littered with pylons. This thing had be­ 
come unreal. 
I slopped through a hard left turn 
and headed for a traffic light that auto­ 
matically turned red at my approach. 
Once more 1 goofed and slid to a stop 
right in the middle of the “intersection.” 
One final test. All I had to do was to 
stop with my front wheels on a line. 
Any drag racer can do this precisely— 
it’s the way each race is started. But I 
overshot by an unbelievable two feet 
I returned to the pits badly shaken. 
My score for this run, based on a pos­ 
sible hundred points, was 53. My first 
run, driven while sober, scored 99. 
While that was a critical drop, the fig- 


urcs didn’t tell the whole story. What 
about that “pedestrian” I ran over? If 
that had been a real person, my score 
would have been zero. 
According to the insurance compan­ 
ies, one out of 50 drivers on the road is 
drunk. Not just drinking, you under­ 
stand, but drunk. Only one state (Utah, 
which sets the line at a blood-alcohol 
level of .08) would have considered me 
“drunk” when I made that last run. 
But drunk or riot, I was obviously in 
no condition to drive. If I had been on 
the road I might have killed somebody. 
Maybe me. Maybe even you. 
Pr«*«ntly available data on the drink­ 
ing driver is, for the most part, based 
on averages. Our test threw doubt on 
some of these statistics. The point is, 
we are all individuals, and we cannot 
depend on averages. The only average 
factor that showed up was that we were 
incapable of good judgment while under 
the infiuence. 
No harm was done in this case. But 
out there on the highway, where the ob­ 
stacles move, and bend and crush when 
you hit them, it’s a different story. To 
guide a car safely through today’s traf­ 
fic requires skill, mental alertness and 
reflexes honed to a razor’s edge. How 
does alcohol affect this? Well, last year 
35,000 Americans were killed in crashes 
where drinking was involved. And the 
senseless slaughter continues because 
people persist in driving after they've 
had a few drinks. It’s a deadly gamble. 
I’vn been doing a lot of thinking 
about it lately. I’ve come to the conclu­ 
sion that you shouldn’t drive even if 
you have had only one drink. That’s a 
pretty strong statement, but I think it’s 
the only answer.
